Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-9, 11-18, 20-28 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1,13, 20-21 are directed towards motion estimation and recite ". . .a 
fourth value which indicates that both of said blocks use a bidirectional prediction in which a 
first of said blocks uses both of said two motion vectors and a second of said blocks uses both of 
said two motion vector. . ." and ". . .representing said motion for said two blocks with said group 
wherein said two blocks comprise two 4x4 blocks within a single 8x8 quadrant of a macroblock 
coded using macroblock adaptive field/frame coding. . ." which are features that are not 
anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 2-6, 8-9, 11-12, 14-18, 22-28 
are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
